Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Applicant's 
counsel approved the following changes: 

In the substitute specification: 

Page 4 paragraph 2 line 2, after "nozzles 30 at the" deleted "tope" and inserted - top -. 
In the claims: 

Claim 1 step (a) (iii) before "inlet tube" deleted "a" and inserted — an — . 
Claim 1 step (c) line 5 before "coated with an adhesive layer" deleted "first". 

Claim 1 step (c) line 6 before "with the hot air discharged" deleted "followed by treatment" and inserted ~ and treated ~ 



The first two changes were authorized to correct typographical errors. The last two changes were made to overcome 
what would have been a 35 USC 112 1st paragraph new matter rejection. 

Applicant's counsel also explained how the recitation that "the starch powder is discharged through the circular slot 
and contacts the particles of the emulsion discharged by the atomizer" is supported by figures 2 and 3. In figure 2, 
emulsion 50 comes out of atomizer 44. Hot air comes from manifold 46 out through the outermost passage. Starch 
comes out the inner passage between the two cones through slot 40. The contact between the starch and the 
emulsion is represented by the intersection between the innermost arrows about the atomizer (which represent the 
flow direction of the starch) and the arcing path of the emulsion 50..
